The alluvial gold fields recently dis- 


covered in South Australia do not yet 
recall to the Australian digger the ex- 
citing days when Bendigo and Ballarai 
were in their prime, but they promise 
lo yield a large amount of the precious 
metal. Eight weeks after the first nug- 
get WM found there were 7,000 men at 
work around the spot wheto it was 
taken from the earth. The brunch 
office of an Adelaide Bank had bought 
3,000 or 4,000 ounces of gold and .1 
much larger quantity had been carried 
away. 


Th» new alluvial liclds are situated 


about two hundred and fifty miles north 
of Adelaide and only 
twenty-three 


miles from a railway station. 
On Oc- 


tober 5 Thomas Brady, the first man to 
begin work in California gully at Ben- 
digo in 1852, was prospecting in a gull) 
on Teetulpa run with his partner, 
Thomas Smith. The first gold discov- 
ered was pried out of cracks iu the 
slate with knives 
Bmdy and Smith 


applied for the £1,000 offered by the 
Government for the discovery of a. new 
gold field 
At once theie was a rush 


for the diggings 
The railway stations 


in Adelaide wciv crowded 
"For a 


parallel to the present outbreak of the 
gold fever," s.iid the Adelaide Obseri-ft 
two weeks latvv. "it, is neoossaiy to go 
back to Ballai.it and Bendigo 
In thi 


streets of the city nothing is spoken of 
but gold, and the examination of speci- 
mens and the oarnassing of ropoitsas 
to the sii-e of the latest miggeti monop- 
oliyc the attention aliko of busy men 
and idleis. Patliamcnt, oral all e\cnU 
the Assembly, has caught the prevailing 
epidemic, ,ind the gi.ivest matteis 
on the notice paper have to jield pre- 
Ledencc to questions as to what is to be 
done to facilitate the semi h for Ihe 
precious metals." 


Tho gold is sold at £8 18s to £4 an 


ounce. 
At last accounts tho largest 


nugget that had been shown weighed 
only 29J ounces, but it was reported 
Unit a five-pound nugget and one 
weighing seven pounds had been taken 
out. 
Hundreds of men weie finding 


no gold; many others weie finding 
enough to pay expenses, while perhaps 
one-half of the diggers made $1,600 in 
thiee weeks. 
Two men worked two 


weeks without seeing "color," and in 
the following tuu weeks found 16 
ounces 
Another digger took out 18 


ounces of i-oarse gold in one daj 
A 


nugget of 16 ounces is about the size 
of a hen's egg. 
Piobably one-half ol 


the gold is thrown away foi want ot 
water with which to wash the loam 
and gravel in which it lies 
At las>t ac- 


counts the GLjVtinment was pieparing 
to supply the diggers with watei by 
houng wells 
Before Christmas the 


diggings had been extended for several 
miles, and the temperature was 110 de- 
giees in the shade 


It appears from repoits published in 


the Adelaide papers that the new min- 
ing camp is a very orderly and quiet 
settlement, At the end of two months 
only one death had oceiined, and the 
fact that this hud been caused by ty- 
phoid fever led the Government to eu- 
foico sanitary rules, which the eager 
diggers had failed to observe

Ka.ip gold-fields in South Africa, the re- 
cent discoveij of .1 largi gold-beat ing 
district m Patagonia, togcthei \v ith the 
facto recently learned concerning de- 
positt of gold in Northern Thibet and 
on the east coast of Africa, show that 
great quantities of Ihc metal await the 
keen eye of the prospector and the in- 
dustry and capital of the miner —N. Y.

Saw the President. 


Misses Mae Stafford and Lulu AVals- 


ton are at Washington with the party of 
young ladies from Lasell Seminary, 
where they have been enjoying a vaca- 
tion of pleasure and profit. Miss Mae is 
a daughter of Mr. Moses Stafford, of this 
city. She writes her father as follows, 
telling what she thinks of President 
Cleveland: 


WASHTXCITOS, 1). (.., April 1. 1887,— We- ar- 


rived here last night at S;15; stopped at the 
Ebbitt House— had a fine supper. We came by 
the Fall River line anil steamer to New York, 
and by special car to Washington. The steamer 
is a perfect palace wi.th splendid orchestra. We 
arrived at New York at 8 o'clock in the morning, 
visited the park and many other points ol inter- 
est, rode on the elevated railway and "did" that 
city generally, as the enclosed slip from the N. 
Y. Tribune will show. The guardian of one of 
the young ladies ol our party lives here and is 
an official from Pennsylvania and knows Wash- 
ington pretty well. Tills morning we visited the 
Treasury, where he is acquainted, so we wore 
favored with much attention. We saw the safe 
containing four millions government bonds for 
national banks of the United States; sau the 
mutilated currency, the women cutting, counting 
and putting up packages of bills ; saw a safe con- 
taining $150,000,000 gold and silver coins. I had 
In my haud a paper box containing a million 
dollars in government bonds. (My hand itches 
awfully to-night ; wonder if that paper box has 
anything to do with it.) One of the officials ac- 
companied us to the office of the chief of the 
secret service and introduced us to Captain 
Brooks, llr is an old man with white hair and 
white mustache, with bright black eyes that 
seem to look right through you. He was just 
grand, talked to us and complimented us beauti- 
fullj. Weenjujeil his bright talk for twenty or 
thirty minutes immeusel>. 
We then went 


around to the White House. At Hie gate one of 
our party met a friend who was personally ac- 
quainted with President Cleveland. 
He went 


buck with us to see it we could not li.ne an in- 
Utrvlt'w with the President. \Ve \\ent up the 
steps through the door of a lar^e vestibule— per- 
fectly lo\ ely. The wall opposite th<> door is ol 
Ihe ndiest stained glass. \\v passis! into tlu1 


famous Kasl liooin and waited while the two 
gentlemen went upstairs. Wink* tte \\:iit<>d I 
looked around the room. On the Hiills IIUIIK the 
portraits of (Jeorge Washington and Martha and 
quite a number of gentlemen lhat 1 supiKtse 
MT jv 1'residenjs, but to my shame 1 cannot say 
for certain The room K upholstered in yellow 
plush and satin and is "\er> handsome, but MM\\ 
lonesome looking, ttie chairs and solas tiring 
arranged in straight lines along the walls. Tin- 
room is an immense one. Three great clunuie- 
liers hang from the ceiling, and about six large 
mirrors are placed at equal intervals along the 
walls.

Vew people understand that the words Miami 
and Hauroee, n»me» of rivere in Ohio, are 
really one and the same, the former being the 
French and the latter the English orthogra- 
phy of the Injun word "Me-»u-mee." 


"Moreover, the Injun has given ua hun- 


dreds of words and terms iu daily use, now 
parts of our language, and their origin un- 
known or forgotten. He has given us many 
apt expressions, and metaphors, too, such as 
'to bury tbe hatcn»t for making peace; 'the 
rivers run with blood' for war In the country; 
'you have spoken with your lips only and not. 
from the heart;' 'you stopped my eara' for 
keeping a secret; 'singing birds,' meaning 
tele bearers, story tellers; 'I will place you 
und*r my wings,' and 'suffer no gross to grow 
under your feet,' or 'no grass shall grow on 
the war path.' 


"I know it is the fashion," continued the 


red man's friend, "to denounce the Injun 
character, and to echo Gen. Sheridan's epi- 
gram about all good Injuns being dead ones. 
But let me tell you that in'one respect at 
least tbe Injun, In his uncorrupted state, was 
superior to his preeent successor as master of 
the soil, and that WM as a citizen. His at- 
tachment for his tribe was remarkable. 
There have been few Injun traitors. In their 
love ot country they were proof against all 
temptation and fear. 
If we had a few 


Injuns in our big oities now, and could 
naturalize them and elect them aldermen and 
county comintasioners, we'd be better off. The 
honor of an Injun's tribe and the welfare of 
his nation were always first to be considered, 
personal prosperity or advancement being in- 
variably of secondary importance. 


"There's another thing about the Injun. 


Take him as a man, among his people, one of 
bis most prominent characteristics was that 
of due respect for tbe Individual rights of 
others. Tbe Injun was never a thief until the 
•white man taught him how to steal; he never 
cheated his neighbor, nor run off with his 
tribesman's horse nor his friend's wife. The 
Indian has been charged with thievery, but 
aa between him anil the white man history 
records tho fact that tbe latter was tbe first 
offender. The first larceny committed in this 
country was by a party of Plymouth Rock 
Puritans. While exploring the country for a 
site for a new settlement they found a quan- 
tity of corn stored up by the Injuns for win 
tar's use. The ci-ibs were not locked—tun red 
men didn't know that there was such a thing 
as stealing—and tbe Puritans took the corn 
and carried it away. Some apologist for the 
Puritans has said the ancestral New England- 
era intended to recompense the Indians for 
the property so taken whenever they could 
flnd thwn, but history does not record that they 
ever found the Identical Injuns who owned 
the corn and paid them therof or. This expla- 
nation is not very satisfactory, at any rate 
when we take Into consideration tbe fact that 
the Puritans nt this time were armed with 
guns and snords, and iu pursuit of the In- 
juns, a small and peaceable tribe. Perhaps 
they were merely chasing tbo Injuns to re- 
compense them for the corn. In native Injun 
life but one crime is known to their society- 
murder, and for this the penalty is death. 
With the red man the penalty was inflicted 
by some rc'lative or party aggrieved. White 
men hire a person called a hangman to do tbe 
same thine. No true son of the forest could 
be Induced to UHSUIIIO the position ol an exe- 
cutioner for mere pecuniary consideration. 


"It Is not impossible that the primal idea of 


an American republic was borrowed from 
the Injuns. They were tho original Repub- 
licans. Their government was not one of 
force, but of acquiescence on tho part of the 
governed. Their leaders had no great power 
Councils were frequent, and In council age, 
experience, wisdom and bravery counted for 
more than rank. They had no ballot box, 
but war chiefs were selected for their deeds 
of valor in tbe field, while continuity and sta- 
bility of government were generally secured 
by making the office of civil chief, or jjati i- 
nrch, hereditary. 


"Civilization has often sneered at the In- 


jun's fantastic dress, his painted face, bis 
grim ornaments and hi* exposure of his 
breast and arms. But let me give you some 
facts about thl» dress matter. True, the In- 
jun paints his face, but so does tbe white 
woman, tbe difference being that the red 
man's point signifies something—bis rank, 
some of his feats in battle or the chase, or 
bis reputation for wisdom or bravery—while 
the white woman's paint is used simply out of 
vanity and for purposes of deception. 
The 


same is true of the bird claws which tho In- 
jun wears suspended about bis neck. They 
mean something, as do the quills, the scalps 
of animals or enemies with which his person 
is adorned. But doesn't the woman ot civ- 
ilization wear bird claws and feathers, too, 
and the skins of animals, merely to be fash- 
ionable, and without any significance what- 
ever of character or individuality) Every- 
thing an Injun wears in the way of orna- 
ment, every line painted on his face, has Its 
significance, and is, from his point of view, 
a

Of course the Injun has Iwen corrupted by 
his association with wliit« men, but iu his 
native state his general character—virtually 
without vice as an Individual, intensely patri- 
otic, Invariably respectful to the aged, truth- 
ful, brave—was as well worthy of admiration 
as anything thut can be found in history." 


lOhjah, It will be seen, has great fonlklenue 


in the r«l man, anil luis rrasons to givo for 
the faith that H in him—a faith which was 
strong enough lo survive the discouraging 
failure of a test which he made a year or two 
sinco. Having taking <i liliing to an Ojlbway 
(Clnppewu) youth whom he saw during a 
visit to the reservation of thnt tribe, Elijah 
brought tho youth to IHhtoiH mid set him to 
work on the farm. He WRS a tall, noble look- 
ing fellow, ivith an eagle eye und i-uven hair, 
proud and sell' contained, and for a time bin 
patron fondly exhibited him to nil visitors. 
Thfi'e months later that son of tho ton-st had 
become u drunken, lazy, lout, and sin h a ter- 
ror to tho hen roosts and women of tho neigh- 
borhood that Elijah was compelled to send 
him l<ack to tbe reservation. 
"All duo to the

A Bit of American History—Cliantanqnst 


Lake.

CHACTACQU*., April 4.—In the central 


part of New York state lies a chain of 
beautiful 
lakes, which have made that 


portion of the Empire state n«rly as 
fomoiwas the lake regionsof England and 
Ireland and the vicinity of the lochs of Scot- 
land. Fur in thesouthwest corner, as If Dame 
Nature hail dropped one jewel from the string. 
Lake Chnutauqua sparkles between wooded 
hills and fruitful fields. Fifteen hundred feet 
above sea level, it enjoys tbe distinction or 
being the highest -navigable water in tne 
Unite.! States, and from its shores may be 
seen the blue Krie, only -oven miles away, 
but SOO feet lielow. 


One |«nit on the shore of Chautauqua has, 


within the last ton or twelve years, become a 
populous summer city, the seat of the now 
almost woild renowned Ohautauqua assem- 
bly 
Within easy reach of our largest three 


states, it is thronged annually during July 
and August, by thousands of health and 
pleasure seekers and students. 


The interesting historical events connected

The courage aud enterprise of France as » 


nation two centuries ago were well repre- 
sented in the careers and work of her early 
explorers, the boldest and most energetic of 
whom was La Salle. He had been a priest; 
but chafing under the restraint* of monastic 
life' and burning with a desire for excitement 
and adventure, he advanced the theory that 
the Great Lakes were the long sought "north- 
west passage," the coveted "abort route to 
India," and asked his sovereign for permis- 
sion aud means to lead on expedition through 
them to prove its truth 


In lliTSi he sent, his lieutenant, Tonty, up 


tbe Niagara to Uayuga creek and there caused 
to be built and launched the largest vessel 
that had ever sailed the American lakes. Aa 
La Salle, Tonty, Father Hennepin and thirty 
sailors sailed southwest along the Erie coast 
they passed the region now embraced within 
the limits of Chautauqua county, and they 
were doubtless tbe flrst white men to look upon 
the Chautauqua hula La Solle's courage, toot 
and perseverance 
brought him wonderful 


success in exploration and discovery, and be, 
with Marquette nud Joliet, carried the 
standard of France through the wildernea 
from tho St. Lawrence to the Mississippi 
river and then to the Gulf of Mexico. 


One discovery not oftou mentioned in his- 


tories, but clearly described by his biographer, 
is that of Chautauqim hike, mentioned as "a 
little lake six or seven miles south of Lake 
Erie, the mouth of which opens to the south- 
eastward." 


Many disasters overtook the brave ex- 


plorer, and, at last, a tragic death; but, 
though murdered at the age of 44, and after 
only eighteen years spent in the new world, 
he hod more than doubled the amount of ter- 
ritory owned by France on the day when ha 
first passed Chautauqua lake. 


France claimed, by right of discovery and 


occupation, in addition to Canada, Chautau- 
(l»a county, the Ohio valley and the vast do- 
rnflin called Louisiana; and not only did she 
claim it, but she went on strengthening the 
forts planted at intervals along the river val- 
leys, building new ones, establishing trading 
liosis and building boats. 


At length England became jealous of this 


French claim, for by the charter of James I 
England owned all the land from the Atlantic 
to the Pai'lUv boutb of the northern shore ot 
Liike Erie. No wonder that tho nation that 
had striven to wrest Canada from the valiant 
few who held it should look with covetous 
eyes toward tbe richer and scantily defended 
Louisiana.

miles of portage to Chautauqua lake. They 
encamped ne.ir it-, foot and tbe next day 
passoil tlnougli the narrow outlet, burying a 
fen miles lieyoud tlio tlrst leaden plate. They 
continued their journey t° the mouth of the 
Ohio, burying six platas, and returned by tbe 
wny of tin' Oi cut Miami.
